Wellborn rapidly faded from the pic- 
ture until now what was once the county 
seat is a corn field. Only visible reminder 
of its past history is a cemetery. The old 
Peacock cemetery with headstones carrying 
birthdates in the late 1700's still stand as 
a reminder of the site’s former prominence.
